Greatest of all are the valleys of the Sacra-

mento and the San Joaquin. In fact they are one 


valley, having two names, lying between the 


two mountain ranges—four hundred miles of fer- 
tility and wealth and fifty miles wide. This 
vast basin is the very heart of California and is 
remarkably rich. Its climate is such that almost 
every kind of agriculture and horticulture are 
successfully carried on. 

In the far northern part of California there is 
a great plateau more than one hundred’ miles 
long and which has an elevation of five thousand 
feet. It has no drainage outlet, but in many of 


its depressions are fine lakes, and it is covered 


with great forests of oak and pine. In the far 
south is a basin, much of it below the level of 
the sea, with a soil as rich as that of the valley 
of the Nile. This is Imperial Valley, a wonder- 
land of productiveness, Water is diverted from 
the Colorado river to it, until it has come to be 
populous with prosperous ranchers, who raise cot- 
ton and grain in a land that was an uninhabited 
waste a decade ago and was called the Colorado 
desert. 

North of the Bay of San Francisco are the 
wonderfully fertile valleys of Napa and Sonoma, 
famed for their wines, as well as for their beauti- 
ful forests and their products of the soil. South 
of San Francisco, and west of the Coast Range, 
are the Santa Clara, Lompoe, Hueneme, and Sa- 
linas Valleys, where the best deciduous fruits in 
all the world grow in great abundance. Further 
south are the San Fernando, the San Gabriel and 
the Santa Ana Valleys also some of lesser area 
in the counties of Riverside, San Bernardino and 
San Diego. 

In the northern part of California are many 
fine lakes. Way up near the. summit of the 
Sierras, moré“than six thousand feet above the 
sea, is Lake Tahoe, twenty miles long, of vary- 
ing width, and more than fifteen hundred feet 
deep. Ne waters are of great purity. They 
flow into the Truckee River. Both the lake and 
the river abound in fish, and Tahoe has come to 
be one of the great mountain resorts of the 
world. 

Other lakes of Northern California are the 
IIoney, Goose, Clear, Eagle and Mono. All of 
these are classed as resorts, and the fishing in all 
of them is excellent. 

Off the Southern California aoant are the 
Islands of Santa Catalina, San Miguel, Santa 
Rosa, Santa Cruz, San Nicolas, Santa Barbara 
and San eiomente. Santa Catalina is the best 
known of them all. Summer and winter it is 
Visited by a constant stream of tourists, who 
come to rest in the magic city of Avalon, on the 
shores of the most beautiful crescent bay the 
world knows, or to fish for the leaping tunas 
and giant sea bass that are found in the adja- 
cent waters. Not very much life is found on any 
of the other islands, but once they were thickly 
inhabited by a race of people that has vanished, 
leaving enly to tell of their lives relies buried 
in the sands or seattered on the hillsices. 

California has three commercial harvors as 
commodious and. safe and well improved as any 
in the world. These are San Franeisco Bay, on 
which front the great cities of San Besnciges, 
Oakland and Richmond; San Pedro, the harbor 
of Los Angeles, twenty miles distant from the 
business portion of that marvelous city, and San 
Diego Bay, on the shores of which is the fast- 
growing city of San Diego. Next in import- 
ance comes Humboldt Bay, Eureka’s harbor, and 


then the Bays of Montarsy, Hueneme, Santa
